the contest and scotch will be 
sold at $.80 a shot instead of 
the usual $1.40. The winner In 
each category will receive a 
free bottle of scotch, and the 
women's shirts will be supplied 
by Walker's, If the contest does 
take place. 

All the arrangements have 
been made, and John Pslharls, 
the pub manager says the 
scotch has already been 
delivered. • 1 

StudSoc Prez Gary Eisen 
says the Executive Committee 
"has no opinion on the matter, 
and the staff of the pub should 
make the decision about 
whether the contest goes on. 
"Now that there seems to be 



proDiems about it, we'll discuss 
it," said Eisen last night. 

Personally, Eisen doesn't 
feel there's anything wrong 
with it. The majority of students 
Eisen has talked to say "it's 
OK." He does not feel anyone 
of either sex would be 
degraded by the contest. 

Eisen says the "consensus" 
of the Executive Committee will 
decide if thé contest occurs.

Cadbury move: 

Committee begins action

A recently formed committee 
composed of action groups and 
political parties- Is beginning a 
wide-scale campaign aimed at 
getting publicity funds to 
dissuade Cadbury-Schweppes- 
Powell from moving to Ontario. 

In a press conference held 
yesterday, the committee 
announced that its intentions 
wére to "publicize as much as 
possible the plight of the 500 
Cadbury workers, their loss of 
work and the fact that they will 
be condemned to unem- 
ployment If the chocolate bar 
factory moves to Ontario." 

The committee' hopes to 
invite Quebecers from "every 
walk of life? to join In the 
, boycott of. Cadbury products. 



Through advertisements and 
petitions the Committee plans 
to "motivate the Quebec 
population into showing 
solidarity against the com- 
pany's decision." The 'com- 
mittee Is also ' starting a 
$100,000 donation campaign in 
order to finance the costs of 
their advertising. 

The members, of the com- 
mittee are planning to 
collaborate closely with the 500 
workers In order to "make the 
struggle a symbol; one in which 
Quebecers will refuse to bow 
down in front of companies 
who show no respect, nor any 
social conscience, towards the 
Quebec society". 

The decision, to, move the 
company's'., operations to 



Whitby, Ontario was taken by 
company President A. Powell In 
July. The 500 potentially 
unemployed workers have 
attempted work slowdowns and 
wildcat strikes In an effort to 
get the . management to 
reconsider its position. 

The company's decision has 
been denounced by Quebec 
Industry and Trade Minister 
Rodrique Tremblay as an 
example of "a colonial at- 
tltude". 

Various student associations 
at Quebec CEGEPs have 
started boycotting Cadbury 
products and at McGill, 
Students' Society President 
Gary Eisen said that his 
executive has not considered 
discussingthe boycott. 



Halifax on Saturday. 

Oliver said most universities 
are scrambling for ways to cut 
staff to meet recent budgetary 
cuts. Among the first to go 
could be sessional lecturers 
and professors without tenure. 
Oliver says women are most 
concentrated in these aréas. 

The Carleton University 
president hopes universities, If . 
they have to cut staff, take Into 
consideration the unique 
position of women academics. 
If such measures were not 
taken the university could turn 
Into an all-male bastion, he 
said. 

Oliver was speaking at a 
symposium on the Changing 
Role of the University, held at 
Mount Saint-Vincent University. 

Another panel member,. Dr. 
Naomi Herson; associate dean 
of education at the University 
of British Columbia, said 
statistics have "been compiled 
in 'her department showing 
women staff at UBCarè now 
receiving the same salary as 
their male counterparts for 
corresponding work. 

Dr. Jacqueline Mattfeld, 
president of the all-women's 
Barnard College in New York 
City, said one of the most vital 
functions' of all-women's 
colleges is in "filling the female 
void" . of co-educational 
education, in direct woman-to-, 
woman teaching. As a result, 
they have been the only in- 
stitutions of higher learning 



capable of meeting the needs 
of women. • 

This supportive environment 
has resulted In real gains, 
Mattfeld said. She added that 
women graduating from 
women's colleges are twice as 
likely to go on to graduate 
school as those studying at 
coeducational facilities. 

Mattfeld also said that 
although changes are occuring, 
co-educational Institutions still 
have a long way to go before 
they can adequately serve their 
women'students. 

The most positive trend, she 
said, has been the recent up- 
surge of female graduates from 
professional schools. Although 
this in itself is optimistic, she 
cautioned that such a 
development could be limited. 

Mattfeld said that during the 
1920s there was also a trend 
towards greater female 
enrolment in universities. 
Enrolment of women in the 
1960s rose to a point where it 
only matched proportionally 
the number of women in 
college during the Twenties. 
But that earlier trend quickly 
died as female enrolment 
declined in the following 
decades. 

"Today, women stand at the 
crossroads!" Mattfeld said. 
"Only If they are adequately 
represented in education will 
they be able to make the 
contributions to society on the 
basis of knowledge and not be 
regarded only by their gender."

Turning down a corner of the 
second floor of 7050 Victoria is 
like watching Clark Kent turn 
into Superman. Hidden inslded 
this drab grey office is "The 
Actor's Studio," a small theater 
housing less than a hundred 
people and currently presen- 
ting two one-act plays, 
Ta perecorde r and Stud. 

The first of the two plays, 
Taperecorder was written by 
Australian playwright Pat 
Flowers as a T V drama, and, 
originally broadcast by the 
British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration in 1969. The play In- 
vestigates the barrier between 
fact and fiction. It involves a 
thriller writer, and a secretary 
left alone in a strange apart- 
ment, transcribing the plot for 
his latest story from a tape- 
recording he has left for her: 
gradually, the story she hears 
becomes something more than 
an story. 

The play Is a psychological 
drama, and has to depend on 
the skill of the actress playing 
the extremely difficult part of 
the secretary. I found Michèle 
Scarabelli's portrayal of Miss 
Collins unconvincing, making 
the play seem drawn-out. 

The taperecorded voice of 
the Writer was taped by 
director Jason Richards, and 
this part was far more In- 
teresting than that of Miss 
collins. The play is at times 
contrived and artificial, but I do 
not doubt the Writer'3 
characterization or motives. 

Stud, the second play, Is far 
better than the first, It was 
written by a New York 
playwright and originally set in 
Greenwich Village, but with a 
few minor changes of 
placenames and a skillful cast,

Stud is a comedy Involving a 
guitar player and self-styled 
lover named Rick; his next-door 
neighbor Glnny, a married 
woman, paper-thin walls, some 
very binding marriage 
proposals, and a few plot-twists 
which I won't reveal here. 

The three characters are 
well-defined and realistic, 
making a nicely exaggerated 
plot credible. David Spencer Is 
great as Rick, Christine 
Boucher does a convincing job 
portraying an older woman and 
I particularly liked Diane Liberio 
asGinny. 

The limitations Imposed by 
presenting this play on the 
same stage as. Taperecorder 
have forced some changes in 
the script, but some interesting 
bits of stage business have 
been added, most notably a 
very good song called Stud 
written, composed and sung by 
GinaSeram. 

Until Oct. 29 the plays run 
every Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday evening at 8:30. To get

Spacek), who is painfully shy 
and Introverted and the two 
decide to share an apartment, 
Millie Is so secure about her

Janice Rule hovers in the 
background, painting bizarre 
murals.

Soon 
after, Edgar is mysteriously 
shot, and the women establish 
a household and a mother- 
daughter-granddaughter relat- 
ionship. 

Any of the three women 
could have easily killed Edgar; 
each is shown at one time or 
another accurately firing a gun. 
Or it could have been an ac- 
cident. At any rate, Edgar Is 
dead, his son is dead, and the 
women carry on. They survive

because they are taking care of 
each other, and they are taking 
care of each other because 
they want to survive. 

Aside from all the arguments 
between critics whether or not 
Altman actually succeded in 
saying anything in the film, 
Three Women Is worth seeing 
from a purely visual point of 
view. In fact, the plot of the film 
and any social commentary In It 
seem to be secondary to the 
visual impact the film creates. 
It is difficult enough to describe 
a dream verbally, but to film 
one is an even more demanding 
task. By using a stark 
background, everything that 



does appear in the film stands 
out and is noticed. Images flow 
into one another, and, although 
there are times when things 
don't seem to make sense, 
somehow it all ties together. 

Three Women is not a film to 
be taken apart frame by frame 
and analyzed; rather, it should 
be seen as. a whole and ap- 
preciated as one would ap- 
preciate a strange- dream. The 
film is executed so well 
technically, with fine acting 
and cinematography, that 
those aspects of the film that 
aren't distracting leave the 
mind clear to appreciate the 
Idoas that are presented.

DEVO (short' for the 
Devolution' Band) Is one of 
those groups you hear about 
before you hear. For months 
now the new wave press has 
been going on about the 
coming of the latest In avant- 
punk: music of the future from a . 
handful of Akron Buckeyes who 
dress up in appropriately 
labeled DEVO spacesults and 
wear what look like divers' 
.goggles when performing. 
Look, Ma, from the heart of 
middle America. ..(Ohio). 

Theatrics aside, what DEVO 
has going for them Is the 
patronage of David Bowie, the 
New Age Man himself, and the 
production supervision of Brian 
Eno, the ex-Roxy Music elec- 
tronics wizard who is proving to 
be one of the decade's most 
energetic and consistently 
interesting musical innovators. 
DEVO's current hype is largely 
based on other men's 
cjedentials, but they're, 
credentials nonetheless. It's 
not every day that a fledgling 
Ohio band gets whisked off to 
Koln, Germany to cu\ their first 
disc. 

The promotional slogan for 
the new album, Q: ARE WE NOT 
MEN? A: WE ARE DEVO, refers 
(In stable, relaxing .Helvetica 
typeface) to "the i 



deadpan and smug, the end 
simply foreseen. And there Is 
something Orwellian about 
DEVO's unlformat— same 
spacesults, same ' goggles, 
same facos. The band's lead 
singer (s nowhere individually 
credited; neither are the clones 
on guitar and drums.

The relentlessly driven 
repetitiveness of the album's 
title cut, "Jocko Homo", comes 
close the the Velvets' "Sister 
Ray", and Eno's "Third Uncle" 
in intensity, if not In duration. 

But the cut-up dumbness of the 
"are we not men/we are DEVO" 
lyric keeps the frenzy from 
becoming demonic (as it does 
in "Sister Ray"). I found myself 
transported, but to a memory of 
an old / Love Lucy Installment, 
where Lucy and Ethel find work 
on a conveyor beltline in a 
pastry factory. The belt, of 
course, speeds out of control, 
and Lucy and Ethel go berserk 
and get messy. Like Iggy Pop's 
"(All Aboard For) Funtime", 
DEVO's "Jocko Homo." Is mad 
music: the only thing missing is 
a broken cuckoo clock breaking 
in at song's end. 

DEVO are supposed to come 
to town later this fall.

The comedy team of Jean 
Lapolnte and Jérôme Lemay 
have entertained Québécois 
audiences for some twenty 
years. Five years ago, the two 
men went their separate ways, 
Lapolnte remaining In the" 
public eye to a greater extent 
than the more subdued Lemay. 

With this Montreal recorded 
album, Lemay returns to the 
Limelight with ten songs 
professionally executed by the 
ever youthful entertainer. 

His strong, clear voice 
sounds remarkably like Jean- 
Pierre Ferland's, especially on 
the opening track, ap- 
propriately entitled, "Le Rideau 
s'ouvre". Another québécois 
influence apparent -on the 
production is the folky violin 
shuffle from Raoul Dujuay's 
classic "La Bite à Tibi". Lemay 
echoes this in a song called 
"Rls-endonc, Rigodon". 

Abitibi is the focal point of 
another song: "L'hiver". It is 
there that Lemay's father 
placed down the families' roots 
many years back. , The lyrics 
depict his reasons for choosing 
the northern village: in Abitibi 
"Court est l'été et longue est 
l'hiver",, and one /inds "Un sôl 
1 . .S.'M ' . ' 1.'. . ... i— 



dur, un ciel pur, mille milles 
d'aventures." 

"Minuit moins quart" Is a 
tune that captures the feel of a 
murky night In Montreal's east 
end. We are brought into the 
life of a lonely gent who doesn't 
know where to go, certainly not 
home for he has no home per 
se. He hangs around the bars 
'till they close, sitting alone 
with a drink; "Tu r'gardes en 
l'air/ Tu r'gardes a terre/ tu 
r'gardes ta bière/ t'as envie 
d'parler". The imagery is as 
vivid as It is realistic. Leaving 
the bar, he finds a streetwalker 
to hole up with for a few more 
hours. When the encounter is 
over, loneliness takes over 
again. The contrast between 
the rural lifestyle of Abitibi and 
the nightlife of Montréal is 
cleverly set off in these two 
tracks, pointing the listener to 
the disparate characters" of 
Québec, and western society. - 

Pleasant to the oar, 
stimulating for the mind, 
Deuxième Partie is a welcome 
.addition to the thriving music 
business in Québec, and well 
worth the attention of the rest 
of Canada.

Exploding versatility was the 
name of the game last week at 
the Rising Sun, where Dizzy 
Gillespie mesmerized his 
audiences. A superb trumpeter, 
a master of the congo drum and 
an earthy comedian, Dizzy Is 
entertainment par excellence. 

If the aesthetic -purpose of 
being a musician is to In- 
fluence, Dizzy fulfilled his 
nomenclature decades ago 
when he ushered In his 
'definition' of jazz, bebop. But 
Dizzy didn't stop there. His 
ability to innovate and extend 
his 'definition' displayed in a 
funky rendition of "Sum- 
mertime" distinguishes him as 
a truly great musician. 

i 

The quartet, somewhat 
overshadowed by Dizzy's 
dynamic stage presence, in- 
cluded Rodney Jones on 
acoustic guitar, Ben Brown on 
bass and Micky Roker on 
drums. Guitarist Jones' 
technical expertise easily 
maintained the torrid tempo set 
by Gillespie. Roker, the only 



member of the group that 
approaches Gillespie In age, 
delivered a drum solo in the 
celebrated "Salt Peanuts" that 
was nothing less than 
< masterful. 

Dizzy's instrumental ver- 
satility was equalled only by 
the rhythmic and stylistic 
flexibility of the repertoire, a 
mixture of jazz and blues. After 
establishing patterns of ex- 
change between drumming and 
a toying jew's harp as well as 
guitar and blues singing, 
Dizzy's searing trumpet erupted 
and ran the gamut -from high 
crystal notes to low moody 
rhythms. 

The most memorable 
compositions performed were 
"Barcelona or Hot Damn I Love 
You Baby," "Be-bop", "A Night 
in Tunisia", "Autumn Leaves" 
and "Swing Lo Sweet 
Cadillac. 1 ' 

Perhaps far more 
memorable, though," was the 
sheer force of the man's per- 
sonality, which the audience 
felt in every word he uttered 
and every note he blew.

exceptionally popular, 
especially in Montreal. . 

Side one opens with "Great 
White Hope", a clean, slick 
rocker composed by guitarist 
James Young about a boxing 
hopeful trying to crack the big 
time in a game dominated by 
blacks. It could suggest the 
hardships faced by Max Sch- 
melling, and, more recently, 
Duane Boblck, but the message 
may also be that of a street kid 
surviving in the rough sections 
of Chicago. 

"I'm OK" Is a standard love 
song about a man.who's been 
rejected by his girl but realizes 
that life still goes on. Dennis De

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Young's searing vocals, 
combined with the shrill syn- 
thesizer arrangement, make 
this cut highly reminiscent of 
last year's "Come Sail Away". 
"Sing For The Day" and "Lords 
Of The Ring" are both spiritual 
songs praising messiah 
figures, perhaps a deed owed 
given the band's name. 

The second side Is struc- 
turally very similar to thé first. It 
opens with a bang. Tommy 
Shaw's "Blue Collar Man", is 
the tale of a man who dreams of 
the good life but accepts the 
fact that he'll always belong to 
the working class. "Queen Of 
Spades" Is another love song, 
about a man who can't trust his 
woman. "Renegade" is the last 
punchy rocker on the LP, 
describing the saga of a 
criminal constantly dodging 
the law. The title cut follows: a 
soft sweeping ballad, telling us 
to cherish our existence now 
because it will run out faster 
than we .think. Two in- 
strumentais, "The Message" 
and "Aku-Aku", add a nice 
touch to the album, breaking up 
the predominantly lyrical 
songs. 

Pieces Of Eight was shipped 
double platinum and is 
currently the biggest seller in 
Montrea. Styx played two sold- 
out performances here In early 
September, and that surely 
beats writing your own ads for

Who's Who 
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by Daniel Chonchol 

Let's establish one thing 
right away; this is a good but 
grim album. Who Are You finds 
the Who still grappling with the 
self-doubt and pessimism that 
were so evident on their 
previous record, The Who By 
Numbers. But whereas the 
mood of that disc was 
resignation, the tone here is 
anger. 

"I've had enough of being 
nice," growls Roger Daltrey in 
"Had Enough". The album is 
ripe with such antagonism. The 
Who Is getting old and won- 
dering it their music is still 
relevant. One song proclaims, 
"the music must change!" Thsi 
Insecurity- is reflected in their 
lashing out at disco, ("Sister 
Disco"), their audience ("I write 
.the same old song, with a few 
new lines. ..admit you still want 
to hear It"), and the world In 
general (the climactic "Who the 
fuck are you?" of the title 
song.) 

Oddly enough, the music 
doesn't often mirror the 
acrimony found In the lyrics. 
The dominant Instruments on 
the* album are synthesizer, 
piano and strings. In "905" (a 
typically off-beat John Ent- 
whistle composition about a 
test-tube baby) as well as on 
the title trace, the 
arrangements work well. But in 
other tunes, the 'in- 
strumentation seems inap- 
propriate. In "Had Enough", for 
example, Daltrey shoutsJ'Here 
comes the end of the world", 
and one expects to hear a 
frenzied,* apocalyptic finale 



replete with crashing drums 
and driving guitars. Instead, the 
song continues meekly with 
strings and. piano. There Is 
really not much straight-ahead 
rock and roll, and a great deal 
of the music Is stilted. The old, 
manic Who seems to be gone 
for good. Only "Sister Disco", 
"Had Enough" and "905" have 
definite melodies. 

This record Is certainly not a 
classic; there .are too many 
flaws. Daltrey's singing Is often 
strained; Pete Townshend's 
power chords are subdued,' 
Keith Moon's drums are, for the 
most part, feeble, and the 
songs are generally tuneless. 
Still, there are redeeming 
factors: the lyrics (Town- 
shend's are powerful and 
Entwhistle's wry), as well as the 
songs, ."905", "Had Enough", 
^"Guitar and Pen" (the most 
optimistic song, and af- 
firmation of the Who's raison 
d'être), and the all-out attack of 
the title cut, "Who Are You." 
But most of all, the com- 
mitment and the feeling found 
in this music that make it 
superior to most of today's rock 
fare. 

Pete Townshend once wrote, 
"Hope I die before I get old." 
What was once a defiant boast 
has now. become a grisly 
prophecy with the death of 
Keith Moon at the age of thirty- 
one. Having lost their drummer-/ 
of fourteen years, the Who may 
have no reason to go on, 
although they claim to be ready - 
to forge ahead. However, if this 
Is the last recorded statement 
they will leave us With, it is one 
they can be proud of.
